Since  during  the  year  under  review  I  was  your  Medical 
officer  only  for  the  month  of  December,  I  cannot  present  you 
with  a  report  based  upon  personal  observation,  but  only  upon 

statistics.  It  appears  from  the  statistics  that  during  the 

past  year-  the  health  of  your  district  has  been  very 
satisfactory.  The  numbers  of  notifications  of  infectious 
disease,  especially  those  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever

show  a  v^elcome  decline,  and  only  one  death  occurred  from 
diphtheria  as  compared  with  seven  for  the  previous  year.  There 
V;as  an  outbreak  of  measles  (of  a  mild  type)  towards  the  end  of 
the  year,  but  this  outbreak  was  experienced  in  common  with  the 
country  as  a  whole. 

The  sanitary  facilities  of  jrour  district  appear  to  have 
been  adequate  to  deal  with  the  large  influx  of  population  to 
your  town,
